President Nixon met for 45 
minutes yesterday with John 
B. Cpiinally, who is openly 
considering a bid for the 
1976 Republican presidential 
nomination, and discussed 
plans to send Connally on a 
mission to Moscow and the 
Middle East later this year. 

Connally, a former Demo- 
crat, will be “carrying some 
messages” overseas for the 
President, the White House 
said. 

Presidential spokesman 
Gerald L. Warren said the 
nature of Connally’s foreign 
tour had not been decided, 
except that it probably 
would take place “some 
time later this year.” 


Warren evaded all report- 
ers’ questions about the pos- 
sibility that Mr. Nixon’s de- 
cision to send Connaily on a 
headline-making tour 
abroad meant the President 
had become disenchanged 
with Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew and his legal prob- 
lems and was shiting sup- 
port to Connally as his per- 
sonal choice for the 197 6 
nomination. 
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
